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Chilling fact 
is every two 
hours an old 
person dies 
from the cold

ONE elderly person in Kent is dying 
every two hours during the winter 
months - as a direct result of the cold. 

It means over the course of the three 
winter months - December, January and 
February - around 1,000 people will 
have their death attributed to not being 
warm enough. 

And with fuel costs rocketing, it is 
feared the situation shows little sign of 
easing. 

The shocking statistic was revealed 
by the Kent Community Foundation 
(KCF), based on government figures. 

It was released following the coldest 
week of the year so far, with tempera¬ 
tures plunging as low as -8C at night 
and struggling to get above zero C dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Carol Lynch, chief executive of the 


KCF - an independent charitable foun¬ 
dation helping to raise money for local 
causes - called this colder period “the 
danger time”. 

She said: “When temperatures have 
plummeted, and due to changes in their 
physiology, the elderly - particularly 
those over 75 - are at risk due to the ex¬ 
treme cold.” 

And worryingly, chief executive of 
Age UK in Maidstone, Paul Coles, said in 
parts of Kent many elderly people are 
“capital rich, but cash poor” meaning 
they can’t afford expensive heating bills. 

He explained: “They turn their heat¬ 
ing off to try and save money which is 
one of the problems. 

“Kent has quite extreme weather 
compared to other parts of the country 
and it does tend to snow in winter. 

“If an elderly person can’t get out, 
they become isolated. If they have a fall,

As thousands die from the cold more needs 
to be done to protect the vulnerable elderly

they may lie there in their 
house, unable to move through 
the night when it gets colder. 

“If people notice an elderly 
neighbour hasn’t been bring¬ 
ing their milk in or the post 
hasn’t been collected, please 
check on them. Or check in on 
them anyway when it’s cold.” 

The number of deaths tradi¬ 
tionally rises over the winter 
months, but the latest statistic 
will come as a surprise to many 
in our modern society. 

Mr Coles added: “It’s like 
Christmas is a target and once 
that is over they give in. 

“We urge elderly people to 


keep their heating on - even if 
they just heat the room they’re 
in - but I also understand that 
fuel poverty is a real problem. ” 

A public health report stated 
that for every degree Celsius 
that the outdoor temperature 
falls below the winter average, 
there are 8,000 extra winter 
deaths in England; equating to 
around 240 in Kent. 

Kent director of public 
health, Meradin Peachey, said 
older people with underlying 
circulatory or respiratory dis¬ 
ease have the greatest risk of 
being affected by the cold. 

“Tackling excess winter deaths 
should involve a three-stage 
process that includes prepara¬ 


tion, identification of vulnera¬ 
ble people and interventions.” 

Coling Thompson is public 
health specialist for NHS Kent 
and Medway. 

He said: “There are actions 
that people can take to mini¬ 
mise the risks of cold weather. 
These include making sure the 
temperature of their home is 
kept between 18C and 21C, 
stocking up on basic food items 
and medicines to minimise the 
need to go outside when it is 
cold, and ensuring that they 
wear warm winter clothing in¬ 
cluding a hat, scarf and warm 
coat if they do have to go out¬ 
doors.” 

The number of deaths has

prompted KCF, and over-5 Os 
provider Saga, to call on com¬ 
munities to consider the vul¬ 
nerable elderly people in the 
colder months. 

They are also asking more 
well-off households who re¬ 
ceive the Government’s winter 
fuel allowance to donate it to 
needy people through KCF’s 
Surviving Winter campaign - 
which this newspaper supports. 

Every household with resi¬ 
dents over the age of 60 receives 
the fund every winter, regard¬ 
less of their financial position. 


By donating the money - 
which is as much as £200 - to 
KCF, the charity can then 
redirect it to cash-strapped 
households to help towards 
bills, as well as outreach serv¬ 
ices which stop elderly people 
becoming isolated. 

Ms Lynch said: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s Warm Homes Healthy 
People Fund has offered to 
match the money we raise from 
public donations to the Surviv¬ 
ing Winter Fund, but we are in 
need of more generous donors 
in order to be able to make the 
most of this generous match.”

Tables put schools alongside 
the country’s finest for GCSEs

KENT and Medway schools are topping 
the list of the best in the country, ac¬ 
cording to GCSE league tables. 

They show official results from last 
August highlighting the top, middle 
and lowest performing schools. 

Rochester Grammar School came 
second nationally after every single one 
of its pupils gained five A*-C grades, in¬ 
cluding maths and English. 

Invicta Grammar School in Maid¬ 
stone was also celebrating, having 
scooped eighth place, and Folkestone 
School for Girls was close behind, at 
14th. Tonbridge Grammar School, 
Chatham Grammar School for Boys and 
Benenden School also featured highly. 

But while some were celebrating, oth¬ 
ers found themselves at the bottom of 
the league tables. 


The Marlowe Academy in Ramsgate, 
while improved since last year, was at 
10th in the lowest performing schools, 
with just 20 per cent of its pupils achiev¬ 
ing the benchmark five GCSEs at A*-C 
including English and maths. 

Swan Valley Community School in 
Swanscombe was also in the lower ta¬ 
bles, with 24 per cent. 

Cabinet member for education at Kent 
County Council, Mike Whiting, admitted 
some schools were not improving as fast 
as others but work was under way for 
both academies and maintained schools 
to ensure results got better. 

He said he was delighted, however, 
with the results of some schools. 

“Kent is improving faster than the 
national average,” he said. “It’s a reflec¬ 
tion of the hard work, not least of the 
pupils, but also of headteachers, teach¬ 
ers and staff of the county’s schools.” 

He added: “Even in the face of the Eng¬ 


lish GCSE debacle, Kent schools could 
hold their heads high with their results. 

“It was distressing to see headteach¬ 
ers and children in tears when I went 
round the schools because of the Eng¬ 
lish GCSE problem. I’m hopeful they’ve 
moved on from that and progressed in 
the way they planned.” 

It emerged after last summer’s results 
that grade boundaries in GCSE English 
had been raised significantly for pupils 
sitting assessments in June compared 
with those sitting early entries in Janu¬ 
ary and March. 

Figures showed that pass-rate grade 
boundaries had been raised by as much 
as 10 per cent. This resulted in a quar¬ 
ter of schools in the country seeing the 
number of pupils awarded A*-C in GCSE 
English drop by five per cent on 2011. 

Two exam boards came under fire 
and it was decided that pupils could re¬ 
take the exam following the scandal.

Medway Council was also celebrating 
good league table positions. 

A spokesman said: “We congratulate 
the pupils and teachers at the two sec¬ 
ondary schools in Medway listed that 
are under local authority control as 
their results have, yet again, improved 
from the previous year. These are St 
John Fisher and The Howard School. 

“The tables show results for 21 sec¬ 
ondary schools across Medway and 19 
of these are either academies or schools 
that are independent from the council. 

“However, we would like to say well 
done to all the pupils, as well as their 
teachers, for the hard work they have 
put in to achieve their results.”

Make your garde

TENS of thousands of people across the county 
are set to take part in one of the biggest surveys 
of our local bird populations this weekend. 

The RSPB Big Garden Birdwatch runs across 
Saturday and Sunday and hopes to provide a 
snap shot of the health of many of our most fa¬ 
miliar feathered friends. 

Last year, more than 20,000 people in Kent 
took part, with close to 600,000 joining in the 
nationwide event from across the UK. 

And it is hoped that after the recent cold snap, 
there could be a bumper number of birds to spot 
as they seek food in back gardens. 

Taking part requires the monitoring of your 
garden for just one hour at any time over the 
weekend, and involves simply counting the 
number of each different species. 

More than nine million birds across the UK 
were counted last year, in what is believed to be 

the biggest wildlife _ 

survey in the world. 

Last year the house 
sparrow was the 
most common bird 
to be spotted in Kent, 
followed by the star¬ 
ling and the blue tit 
(see table). 

Samantha Stokes, 
spokesperson for the 
RSPB in the south 
east, said; “No mat¬ 
ter where people take 
part, whether at 
home with the fami¬ 
ly, with classmates at school or with friends in 
the beer garden of the local pub, we’re joining 
forces to gather vital information about some of 
our most familiar garden birds. 

“It’s a great way to get to know the creatures 
that live around us, and that’s especially impor¬ 
tant for children. 

“Feeding garden birds can often be a child’s 
first encounter with wildlife and can spark a life¬ 
long interest in nature.’’ 

Following on from this weekend will be the Big 
Schools’ Birdwatch, which runs all of next week. 

Now in its 34th year, the birdwatch has helped 
to highlight some dramatic declines in UK gar¬ 
den birds. 

In the first survey in 1979, an average of 15 
starlings were seen per garden, but that fell to an 
average of just three in 2012, the lowest level 
ever. House sparrow numbers have fallen by two 
thirds over the lifetime of the survey too. 

Miss Stokes continued: “The decline of birds

^Gang snowball attack 

DETECTIVES are hunting a gang of youths 
who viciously attacked a 55-year-old man who 
asked them to stop throwing snowballs at his 
house in Hoo. 

He went outside his home in Knights Road at 
around 8.45pm on Monday and grabbed one of 
them by the arm, before he was punched in the 
face and repeatedly kicked in the head. He was 
then hit with an object on the back of the head.

Jobless figures drop 

UNEMPLOYMENT numbers across the county 
fell in the three months to November by 324 
and now stand at 34,402. 

Medway was one of the top performing areas 
in the south as its number of people out of work 
figure fell by 153 to 6,655. 

For the remainder of the county the number 
fell by 171 to 27,747

^ Jail for robbing £3 fare 

TWO men have been jailed for 18 months 
after robbing a 14-year-old boy of his £3 bus 
fare home. 

Stephen Campbell, 20, of Castle Hill Avenue, 
Folkestone, and Michael Beardmore, 31, of 
Weavers Way, Dover, pleaded guilty following 
last June's robbery in London Road, Dover. 

The court heard how the two men confronted 
the teenager and grabbed him around the neck 
area, demanding cigarettes and money.

has been alarming, but 
Big Garden Birdwatch has helped us 
find out more about their numbers and distribu¬ 
tion across UK gardens, and that has been the 
first step in helping to put things right.” 

Some bird species have fared considerably bet¬ 
ter over the years. 

Sightings of popular species like blue tits, great 
tits and coal tits in gardens have increased 
since 1979. Goldfinches, which were absent 
from the Big Garden Birdwatch top 15 in the 
early years, have featured regularly as a top 15 
species since 2004.

Teen shone laser pen at helicopter 


A TEENAGER who dazzled 
police by shining a laser pen 
at a police helicopter as it at¬ 
tempted fo find an injured man 
has been sentenced at youth 
court. 

The 17-year-old, from 
Hersden, near Canterbury, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, shone the green laser 
light in the cockpit of the 
helicopter on the evening of 
December 16. 

Police say such an act was 
potentially hugely dangerous 
and could have had devastat¬ 


ing consequences that night. 

Officers onboard were trying 
to help colleagues on the 
ground search for a man hurt 
after being involved in a 
collision. 

The teenager was sentenced 
at Canterbury Youth Court to a 
youth rehabilitation order 
which consists of a three- 
month curfew. He must also 
pay £40 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Russ Woolford, base 
manager at the Air Support 
Unit, said: "Shining a laser at 


an aircraft causes significant 
danger to not only the crew on 
board, but the public below. 

"It is a criminal offence and it 
could have fatal consequences. 

"Due to the equipment on 
board, the crew were able to 
trace the offender’s exact 
location and used the aircraft 
video camera to record the 
incident. 

"Shining a laser at an aircraft 
is a serious incident and we 
will continue to prosecute 
anyone carrying out this 
offence."

Pulling power of the micropubs 

sipedai KoSBeport No music, no TVs, no Lager or spirits, just real ale - Joe Bill meets the people 
at the vanguard of a growing business model currently revolutionising the UK drinks industry 


AS THE high street struggles to cope with the 
deafening noise of falling retail giants, could 
their be some cheer on the horizon with a boom 
in micropubs? 

The low-key drinking holes are springing up 
all around Britain, but it is in Kent, a county syn¬ 
onymous with hops, in which they are thriving. 

Setting up in former shop premises, the micro¬ 
pub is a back-to-basics drinking experience, 
which capitalises on the change to licensing 
laws eight years ago. 

Not tied to any big breweries, 
they source local real ales, shun 
lagers and spirits, ban video and 
gambling machines while the 
thought of big screen TVs sends 
a shiver down their spine. 

Instead, they rely on develop¬ 
ing an atmosphere based on 
good company and good ale. 

There are currently 16 in the 
UK - and seven of those are in 
the county. What’s more, they’re 
set to double in the county with¬ 
in the next few months. 

One of the founders of the mi¬ 
cropub boom is Martyn Hillier, 
landlord of The Butcher’s Arms 
at Herne, near Canterbury, the 
country’s first micropub. 

Since opening in 2005, it has 
bagged several awards from the 
Campaign for Real Ale (Camra). 

Mr Hillier said: “I thought of 
the concept; real ale, no music, 
no mobile phones, no TV, no la¬ 
ger or spirits. 

“The micropub model is a 
growing revolution in the pub 
world as overheads are low and 
it is possible to make a profit and 
hence a reasonable living. 

“My concept - to convert 
empty shops into small pubs - is 
possible because of the change 
in the licensing laws in 2005, 
which saw a shake-up in the 
rules over the sale of alcohol. 

“Pubs are closing these days 
because of high rents and long 
hours. The premises are often 
too large and worth more as a 
house than a pub.” 

Mr Hillier, who is also leader 
of the Micropubs Association 
which supports those opening 
up such establishments, firmly 
believes the model he started will 
continue to grow in the future. 

He said: “In 2 009,1 was asked 
to do a presentation at Camra’s 
AGM on micropubs. From that 
presentation others have been 
inspired to open similar pubs in 
the UIC. 

“Currently there are 16 open, 
of which seven are in Kent, and there are seven 
more to follow in the county by Easter.” 

Food is generally shunned, but some do serve 
local cheeses or pork pies as an aperitif to their 
ales. 

He added: “The art of conversation has re¬ 
turned to my pub. Complete strangers actually 
talk to each other while enjoying a pint of 
real ale in top condition.” 


Landlords starting up can select premises not 
previously used as a pub, they can select their 
own cask ales and, in some cases, even impose 
some unusual rules. 

As we reported last week, the Firkin Alehouse 
in Folkestone bans the use of mobile phones and 
charges its guests £1 if they have to use them, 
with the cash going to charity. 

Parallels are being drawn with the retail sector 
as the economic climate continues to kill off chain 
stores but is allowing more niche 
boutique shops, which add a lit¬ 
tle character too, to flourish. 

With many experts suggesting 
our town centres need to em¬ 
brace a more continental ‘cafe 
culture’ to inject life back into 
them, the micropub may yet 
prove a vital component to its 
revival. 

What’s more, they are pro¬ 
viding a shot in the arm for mi¬ 
crobreweries - of which there 
are around 2 5 in the county. 

At the Conqueror Alehouse in 
Ramsgate the micropub landlord 
offers Gadds’ Ramsgate RPA 
from the brewery just down the 
road. It’s easy to source and the 
lack of road miles helps to keep 
the price of the ale low. 

Thanet is flush with these 
new-style inns and already 
houses the Four Candles Ale¬ 
house in Broadstairs, the Bake 
and Ale House in Westgate-on- 
Sea and the part bookshop/part 
drinking hole now known as 
The Chapel in Broadstairs. 

Julian Dungey, chairman of 
the Thanet branch of Camra, 
has his own theories on why 
micropubs are thriving in the 
county. 

He said: “It’s the fairly low 
start-up and running costs: 
overheads are kept to a mini¬ 
mum, they employ very few 
staff, there are reduced opening 
hours, no expensive entertain¬ 
ment or gambling licences, and 
low rents as they are found 
mainly in former shops. 

“Micropubs have cornered a 
market in providing a service 
people actually want rather than 
the big pubs telling customers 
what they think they want.” 

And there is likely to be one 
near you soon. Over the coming 
months there will be new mi- 
cropubs in Whitstable, Tanker- 
ton, Birchington, Ramsgate, 
Margate, Welling and Wye. 

Mr Dungey added: “Microp¬ 
ubs are the future and we ap¬ 
pear to have come full circle. 

“In the past landlords would open up their 
front parlour for the consumption of beers they 
had brewed themselves for the locals. People 
seem to have tired of the brash noisy pub and 
prefer the safe quiet atmosphere the micropub 
provides.”

“We enjoyed working 
with some of Kent’s 
microbreweries for the 
Green Hop Beer fortnight 
in 2012, and look forward 
to participating in the 
project again this year."

Over a three-month period 
some 232 former and current 
servicemen were arrested. 

SSAFA defended the high 
figure blaming the stress of 


the job, death of comrades 
and difficulty in adjusting 
back to real life. 

A Kent spokesman said: 
"The job is highly stressful 
and highly challenging. 

"We're training ordinary 
human beings to kill people. 

"They're also seeing their 
friends killed in front of their 
eyes. It's very hard to adjust 
back to real life after this."

MENTALLY traumatised ex-soldiers trying to 
adjust to civilian life are to be given extra support 
to help them cope with the horrors they experi¬ 
enced during their time on the frontline. 

Research shows that combat veterans aged 24 
and under are two to three times more likely to 
commit suicide than non-military people. 

Ex-military personnel also have higher rates of 
alcohol misuse than the general population, 
with alcohol believed to be used as a coping 
mechanism for post-traumatic stress disorder, 
anxiety or depression. 

But despite this, evidence suggests these 
people often fail to seek help due to the stigma 
surrounding mental health in the military. 

In a bid to help ex-service personnel, NHS Kent 
and Medway is investing £150,000 over the 
next three years in a project to support people 
who have left or are leaving the Armed Forces, 
and help them with mental health care they may 
need when adjusting to life back on civvy street. 

Lauretta Kavanagh, lead commissioner for 
mental health for NHS Kent and Medway, said: 
“Many military personnel have experienced the 
horror of the battlefield during their careers. 

“When they leave the Army, they can feel 
alone, find employment difficult and might relive 
some of their experiences which further isolates 


them from their friends and family. They might 
turn to alcohol to help them cope and mask 
mental health problems. 

“We recognise the need for mental health sup¬ 
port for ex-service personnel and their families, 
which is why we have announced this invest¬ 
ment. The need for help will rise following the 
withdrawal of troops from Afghanistan and 
20,000 redundancies planned in the defence 
review, of which a significant number will be in 
Kent and Medway. ” 

There are some 130,000 ex-service personnel 
living in the county. 

The project will educate mental health profes¬ 


sionals in the military way of thinking, culture 
and language so they understand what ex-sol¬ 
diers may have experienced. 

They can then adapt their support. Therapies 
proved to help treat complex and multiple trau¬ 
ma will also be made available. 

“The project will increase awareness among 
GPs and mental health professionals about the 
particular difficulties veterans face,” said Dr Bob 
Bowes, clinical chair for West Kent Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group. 

A Veterans’ Mental Health Network is being 
set up to ensure the most appropriate services for 
those who need them.

Community mourns 25-year-old who 
froze to death outside sister’s house

TRIBUTES have been paid to a “chatty and bub¬ 
bly” young woman who became a victim of the 
Arctic weather that swept across the county. 

Bernadette Lee, from Deal, was found dead 
next to her sister’s house in the early hours of 
Sunday morning by a man walking his dog. 

It is believed she perished in the cold weather 
after falling while trying to get into the house in 
Church Meadows. 

She was wearing a dress and no coat. 

It is understood Ms Lee had become separated 
from her sister during a night out and tried to 
get into her sister’s house, possibly slipping and 
finding herself unable to get back up. 

Tributes have been paid to the 2 5-year-old, 
described as having a “heart of gold”, and a page 
on online social networking website Facebook 
has been set up in her memory. 

Messages posted on the site describe her as a 
girl who lived life to the full with an “infectious 
smile and laugh”. 

Another posted: “The Deal people are a lovely 
community and the place is the poorer for losing 
someone as well spoken of and well thought of as 
she was.” 

Kent Police confirmed her death was not being 
treated as suspicious, describing it as a tragic 
accident.

A police spokeswoman said Bernadette - 
known as Bernie to family and friends - was 
found collapsed in the snow by a dog walker on 
Sunday at 7.30am. 

Police officers and an ambulance crew were 
called, but she was pronounced dead at the scene.

‘Sickening’ arsonist targeted 
hospitals to fund drugs habit

A CRUEL crook who set fire to two Kent 
hospitals, forcing cancer patients who 
were receiving treatment to evacuate 
the premises and causing thousands of 
pounds of damage, has been sentenced 
to eight years behind bars. 

Thomas Ashcroft, 35, of no fixed 
abode, was arrested following a series of 
arson attacks on hospitals, hotels and 
public places during July and August of 
last year. 

On his sentencing, police chiefs said 
his crimes were “sickening” and that it 
was a miracle no-one was seriously hurt 
or even killed as a result of his actions. 

Ashcroft lit the fires in a bid to distract 
employees so he could steal cash. 

He targeted two Kent hospitals - Med¬ 
way Maritime in Gillingham and the 
Kent and Canterbury - forcing the build¬ 
ing to be evacuated, and disrupting the 
treatment of patients. 

Ashcroft was caught on CCTV at 
Medway Maritime on August 29 where 
he started a fire in a store cupboard. 

Prompt action by Kent Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service (KFRS) resulted in the blaze 
being extinguished quickly and no-one

KFRS'S director of service 
delivery, Steve Griffiths, said: 
"While these were small fires, 
there is no doubt the quick 
response and actions of our crew 
prevented them from turning into 
a major incident. 

"Our investigators worked 
closely with Kent Police and the 
link was soon established, 
leading us to implement extra 
precautions at these sites. 

"Hospitals are inherently safe 
buildings with robust fire 
precautions built in; we have an 
excellent relationship with 
healthcare partners and thank 
their staff and the public for being 
so vigilant during that period." 


was injured in the incident. However, it 
is estimated that between £10,000 and 
£15,000 worth of damage was caused. 

Just a day later, Ashcroft targeted 
the hospital in Canterbury and again 
started a fire in a cupboard. During the 
evacuation of the hospital he stole £2 5 


from the hospital cafe. In this instance 
£70,000 of damage was caused. 

Ashcroft was arrested after contact¬ 
ing Kent Police from a telephone box 
in Ramsgate and handing himself in 
regarding a separate matter. 

After his arrest, officers from the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime Directorate 
launched an investigation. 

Enquiries linked him to three offences 
in Kent and subsequently to a string of 
offences across the country including 
crimes in Manchester, Rotherham and 
Brighton - all of which used the same 
method of fire to distract as he stole cash 
or property. 

Overseeing the investigation was De¬ 
tective Inspector Lee Whitehead. 

He said: “Ashcroft put the lives of 
hundreds of people in danger to steal 
money to finance his drug habit. 

“His actions were entirely selfish. To 
force cancer patients to abandon their 
treatment is nothing short of sickening 
and Ashcroft should be ashamed for 
causing stress and anxiety to those who 
are fighting serious illness. 

“It is testament to the staff at the vari¬ 
ous establishments and the prompt re¬ 
actions of the fire service that nobody 
was hurt, seriously injured or killed.”

AN AMBITIOUS multi-million 
pound scheme to regenerate 
parts of Margate, and breathe 
new life into deprived areas of 
the town has been launched. 

But critics of the scheme - 
which aims to restore Edwardi¬ 
an buildings to their original 
splendour to attract more afflu¬ 
ent house buyers - say it is so¬ 
cial engineering, where the 
most vulnerable could be forced 
out of their homes. 

Live Margate is a £23.1 mil¬ 
lion project aimed at regenerat¬ 
ing areas beset by social prob¬ 
lems and run down, derelict 
properties. It is spearheaded by 
Thanet District Council, Kent 
County Council and the Homes 
and Communities Agency. 

It says low quality, high den¬ 
sity, bedsits can lead to poverty 
and deprivation. So the plan is 
to create a “tipping-point” by 
renovating enough properties 
to attract a new wave of afflu¬ 
ent, employed, residents. 

The scheme is aimed at two 
council wards, Margate Cen¬ 
tral and Clifton ville West, 


which have, in recent years, 
been home to a large number 
of troubled and vulnerable resi¬ 
dents; many living in poorly 
maintained bedsits owned by 
absentee landlords. The first 
stage is the acquisition of the 
former Embassy Hotel. 

Live Margate aims to restore 
up to 300 premises, using com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders if nec¬ 
essary, and make them available 
for shared ownership, affordable 
rent or owner occupation. 

The Embassy Hotel was one 
of the main features of Edward¬ 
ian Clifton ville, a popular and 
stylish holiday venue. But as it 
fell into disrepair it became the 
site of 30 flats, before it was 
vandalised and abandoned. 

Now contractors Richardson 
Ltd are tasked with its restora¬ 
tion and conversion to two, 
four bedroom, family homes. 

John Neville, managing di¬ 
rector, said: “We intend to be 
finished by July. The homes 
could be on the market for up 
to £200,000. And as the area 
undergoes regeneration, so the 
prices of homes will rise.” 

Madeline Homer, director of 
community services for Thanet 


council, said the project is aimed 
at an overall restoration of the 
area: “Part of the project in¬ 
volves work skills programmes 
and education. To integrate 
people more into society will be 
of great benefit to everyone.” 

Ms Homer said the area had 
seen significant levels of report¬ 
ed drug abuse, but this had 
dropped by nine per cent fol¬ 
lowing a police crackdown. 

But the scheme does create 
some social engineering ques¬ 
tions which concern many. 

Ian Driver is an independent 
Thanet councillor. 

He said: “There are around 
5,500 people on the housing 
list in Thanet and here is an op¬ 
portunity to provide accommo¬ 
dation for some of them in the 
form of social rented housing. 
There is some provision for this, 
but not as much as I would like. 

“I am also worried about 
what is going to happen to the 
people being dispersed. 

“There is the potential for 
vulnerable people to be left 
without a home. I understand 
a dispersal strategy has been 
established. But no details have 
been made available.”

Firm’s magnetic role in making 
the Hadron Collider a success

THE role a Kent company played in one of 
the most exciting scientific break-throughs 
in a generation - the discovery of the so- 
called God particle - has emerged. 

Hythe firm HV Wooding were chosen 
ahead of competitors around the world to 
help construct the Large Hadron Collider 
in Switzerland. 

It was built to investigate the very ori¬ 
gins of the universe and proved the ex- 
istance of the Higgs boson (see box). 

The Hythe firm created the vital yokes to 
hold in place magnets which generate the 
particles used to get a better understand¬ 
ing of the fundamental laws of nature. 

The scientific trade secret was revealed 
when business minister and Sevenoaks MP 
Michael Fallon visited the company’s 
Range Road Industrial Estate plant. 

“You helped to discover the God particle 
- and from a small business in Kent,” said 
a clearly astonished Mr Fallon. 

Harry Wooding, managing director of 
the family firm which has been operating 
since 1966, said: “This shows that our 
business is, quite literally, at the cutting 


edge of science. What is also gratifying is 
that we beat off competition from compa¬ 
nies across Europe - because the physicists 
working on the Hadron were confident we 
could deliver the precision engineering 
they required.” 

HV Wooding started work on the parti¬ 
cle physics project - which is housed in a 
17-mile long circular tunnel 175 metres 
below the countryside of the Franco-Swiss 


border, close to Geneva - in 2011. 

The firm has since completed around 
£400,000 of business with its operators, 
the European Organisation for Nuclear Re¬ 
search (CERN), and further contracts are 
expected, with Wooding staff frequent visi¬ 
tors to the experimental facility. 

One £70,000 deal was reached as the 
Hythe company’s tender was just £50 low¬ 
er than its nearest rival. 


WHAT IS THE HIGGS BOSON? 


The Large Hadron Collider 
(LHC) took 10 years to build, 
becaming operational in 
2008. Its purpose is to allow 
scientists to test different 
theories about the exact 
nature of the matter which 
makes up the universe. 

The £2.6 billion device 
works by accelerating two 
beams of atomic particles in 
opposite directions around 
the tunnel. 

When the particle beams 
reach their maximum speed 
the LHC allows them to hit 
each other at four points on 
their circular journey. 
Thousands of new particles 
are produced when the 
particles collide and 
detectors placed around 
the collision points allow 
scientists to identify these 
new particles by tracking 
their behaviour. 

As the energy produced in 
the collisions increases 
researchers are able to look 
deeper into the fundamental 
structure of time and space. 
In these extreme conditions 
previously unknown atomic 
particles may appear. 

One of those identified last 
year was the so-called God 
particle - which gives matter 



its mass and so holds the 
physical fabric of the universe 
together. It is officially called 
the Higgs boson particle after 
its existence was first 
proposed by Professor Peter 
Higgs almost 50 years ago. 

Scientists said the 
discovery was a gateway 
to a new era that could see 
humanity unlock some of 
the universe's great 
mysteries. They have 
speculated that it could one 
day make light speed travel 
possible by removing the 
mass of objects, or allow 
huge items to be launched 
into space by "effectively 
switching off" the Higgs.

Marvel at the international cult 
hero who’s a creative superman

THE name of Dan Abnett may not mean a lot to 
you. But for many millions around the world he 
is rapidly assuming cult celebrity status. 

He he has sold more than three million books 
in over a dozen languages and is a multiple New 
York Times best-selling novelist. 

What’s more, he has created comic storylines 
for some of the world’s most famous superheroes 
such as Superman, Batman and Iron Man, writ¬ 
ten books for the lik es of Doctor Who and Torch- 
wood, and when the latest movie based on char¬ 
acters created by Marvel hits the big screen later 
this year, it will based upon his work. 

In short, Dan Abnett, 47, is a big deal in the 
world of fantasy and science fiction. 

Today, he can tour the world attending con¬ 
ventions where fans will jet thousands of miles 
just to meet him - and him in particular - to get 
their book signed.

years ago returned to live in with his wife and 
two daughters, he’s started getting recognised. 

“Early on, when I was first cutting my teeth 
with the famous franchises, they had no idea 
who I was,” the author explains, from his Maid¬ 
stone home. “Now people will seek me out be¬ 
cause they enjoy my books. 

“At some conventions, people will queue for 
four hours with a suitcase of every book I’ve ever 
written, asking me to sign every one of them. 

“And over the last two or three years, I’ve 
started getting recognised. I will be out in Maid¬ 
stone and they’ll spot me. Or people strike up a 
conversation with me. It is the weirdest thing.” 

But Mr Abnett works in a slightly bizarre world. 

In addition to his scriptwriting work for comic 
giants such as Marvel, DC and 2 000AD, he 
writes books for the likes of Doctor Who, is cur¬ 
rently working on a comic for Battlestar Galati- 
ca, and has sold vast quantities of books based 
on the popular Warhammer table-top game. 

He admits he inhabits a world of nerds and 
geeks (“I consider myself to be both” he says.). 

“I think I’m one of them,” he says of his audi¬ 
ence. “If I wasn’t writing I would be reading it. I 
identify with that enthusiasm and I bring that to 
my writing. I write what I would read if I was my 
target audience. I hope that comes across.” 


But what of the famously rabid fan bases who 
can be so vocal if they feel the direction of their 
hero has taken a wrong turn? 

“You do have to be quite thick skinned,” the 
author says, “because even if you do something 
well and 95 per cent of your audience enjoy 
what you have written, there will always on the 
internet be an enclave of people who spend their 
time picking holes in it. 

“I think if I spent too much time on the forums 
I could end up feeling very sorry for myself. ” 

The son of two art teachers, he discovered his 
love of superhero comics when he was nine, and 
combined his love of writing and drawing to cre¬ 
ate his own comics. 

After attending school in Maidstone and Ro¬ 
chester he went to Oxford University. He then 
landed a job in the Marvel UK office, where he 
scripted storylines for the likes of the Ghostbusters, 
Care Bears and Thomas the Tank Engine fran¬ 
chises. Honing his skills, he began a career path 
which would see him create storylines for some of 
the biggest names in the industry - Batman, Su¬ 
perman, Wonder Woman, Iron Man, Judge Dread 
and X Men. To name but a few. 

“In the 1990s I started working for the big 
American comic publishers and the likes of 
2000AD. I started picking up novels on commis¬ 
sion and since then I tend to write novels in the 
morning and comic scripts in the afternoon. ” 

He created Sinister Dexter for 2000AD and is 
now working on “cosmic superhero” book The 
Hypernaturals, and is soon to embark on writing 
scripts for Superman’s latest adventures. 

Then there’s the small issue of promoting his 
first children’s novel - Dragon Frontier (see box). 

While Mr Abnett may not be a name familiar 
with most right now, that may not be the case 
for much longer. 

After the success of the Avengers movie, Mar¬ 
vel’s next big screen outing is Guardians of the 
Galaxy - with the movie based on a comic he 
wrote alongside writing partner Andy Lanning. 

“We’re not involved in the film - but it is based 
on our line-up,” he explains. “We’re in the dark 
as much as anyone else but it will be very excit¬ 
ing to see what they do to it.”

Thousands add name to a petition calling 
for tough regulations to protect our seas 


SAFEGUARDING DIVERSITY AROUND COUNTY’S COAST

PRESSURE is mounting on the Government to 
bring in more protection for our coastal habitats 
with a 250,000-strong petition handed in to 
Westminster. 

It follows a decision last year to reduce the 
number of proposed designated Marine Conser¬ 
vation Zones from 11 to four in Kent. 

Those four are; the Medway Estuary, Thanet 
coast, Hythe Bay and Folkestone Pomerania. 

But others - including the at-risk Swale Estu¬ 
ary, Thames Estuary, Dover to Deal, and Dover 
to Folkestone coastline - have been discarded 
from the list, despite wildlife experts insisting 
they need protection due to the important habi¬ 
tats and species they boast, such as chalk reefs, 
fish nursery grounds, rossworm reefs, mussel 
beds, seals and seahorses. 

Kent’s quartet are among the 31 selected na¬ 
tionwide as proposed protected zones. This is far 
fewer than the initial 127 zones judged as at-risk 
by government advisors at Natural England. 

However, the Government says it has “every 
intention” of designating these sites eventually. 

The Wildlife Trust said it was disappointed at 
the decision to cut the number by so much and 
launched a petition to highlight public support 
for greater marine protection. 



MARINE Conservation Zones will receive 
extra protection of important habitats and 
species. 

The special designation will protect them 
from the most damaging activities, such as 


Some 250,000 signatures were collected, of 
which several thousand were from Kent. 

The county’s branch of the Wildlife Trust 
backed the move and admitted it was “bitterly dis¬ 
appointed” the full 11 recommended were not 



trawling and dredging, while at the same 
time allowing sustainable activity to 
continue, including fishing and recreation. 

The public consultation on MCZs closes 
on Sunday, March 31. 


included on the Government’s consultation list. 

Marine policy officer Bryony Chapman said: 
“We are encouraging members of the public to 
respond to the Government’s consultation and 
help ensure the 31 sites the Government have 


selected are just the start. We must ensure the 
remaining sites are not forgotten, and that we do 
achieve a meaningful network of sites that will 
restore health to our marine wildlife.” 

Kent Wildlife Trust has demanded the Govern¬ 
ment set a “clear timetable” for the rest of the 
network to be designated with protection. 

“The Government’s list leaves seven sites un¬ 
protected around Kent: Thames Estuary, Swale 
Estuary, Goodwin Sands, Dover to Deal, Dover to 
Folkestone, Offshore Foreland and Kentish 
Knock,” said a trust spokesman. 

“These sites are home to important habitats 
and species, including fish nursery grounds, 
mussel beds, seals and seahorses.” 

The trust demanded proper protection of sites 
as soon as they are designated, including banning 
bottom-trawling and dredging in those areas. 

The Wildlife Trust’s president, Simon King, 
said he was heartened to hear the Government 
confirm it intends to designate the full 127 
eventually. 

But he stressed the urgency in getting more 
sites protected. 

“We understand that resources don’t allow 
this to happen in the first year - nonetheless the 
pressure is on,” he said. 

“Time is of the essence. With every passing 
week, month, year, we are at risk of losing more 
of this precious resource.”

French gas leak 
leaves bad smell

KENT bore the brunt of a French stench 
this week when a sickly sweet odour - de¬ 
scribed as similar to that of rotten eggs or 
oil - swept in on Tuesday, forcing people 
to keep windows and doors shut. 

The unpleasant smell wafted across the 
Channel, caused by a leak at a chemical 
factory in Rouen, in north east France. 

While authorities stressed that the gas 
posed no risk, the smell - which came in 
on the air from Dover to as far as Tun¬ 
bridge Wells - sparked a deluge of calls to 
police and the fire service. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service (KFRS) 
urged people to keep doors and windows 
closed. 

Lubrizol France, which makes addi¬ 
tives for industrial lubricants and paint, 
said the gas was mercaptan, a colourless 
but smelly gas used in natural gas to en¬ 
able leaks to be detected. 

It is understood the pong stretched for 
hundreds of miles across France and 
southern parts of England. 

A Health Protection Agency spokes¬ 
man said people in Kent, East and West 


Sussex and some parts of Surrey had no¬ 
ticed the smell, but that it posed no risk to 
public health. 

“It was caused by a particularly smelly 
chemical that is added to odourless natu¬ 
ral gas to give that its characteristic 
smell,” he said. 

“The chemical leaked from a factory in 
Rouen on Monday and was blown across 
the Channel overnight. 

“It is not toxic and has also been diluted 
before entering the air over England, so 
people should be reassured it will cause 
no harm. It is an unpleasant odour which 
may cause some people to feel slightly 
nauseous but it will dispel naturally. ” 

KFRS received a large number of calls 
to reports of a gas smell mainly across 
south Kent but also in Ashford, Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells. 

It’s not the first time Kent has had to 
bear the brunt of unpleasant pongs. 

Last summer, manure and other or¬ 
ganic materials spread on fields by farm¬ 
ers caused such a stink, people living in 
Ashford, Maidstone, Tunbridge Wells, 
Sittingbourne, Whitstable, Canterbury, 
Broadstairs and Shepway had to keep 
windows closed during the hot spell.

Police follow new leads in 20-year-old murder 
investigation as friends stage memorial walk 


ON THE HUNT FOR THE KILLER 1 

The death of CLaire Tiltman 
and the hunt for her killer has 
remained a thorn in the side of 
Kent Police for two decades - 
but officers insist they will not 
give up. 

In the years since the 
tragedy, more than 1,700 
statements have been taken 
and 1,000 pieces of evidence 

probed. It remains hoped 
a breakthrough in forensics 
could still help bring the 
guilty party to justice. 

Some seven suspects 
have been in the frame for 
the killing - including those 
convicted of some other 
high profile murders, such 
as Robert Napper, who

MORE than 250 people marked the 20th anni¬ 
versary of one of Kent’s most notorious unsolved 
murder cases last week - sparking a flurry of po¬ 
tential new leads to police. 

Schoolgirl Claire Tiltman was brutally stabbed 
as she walked down an alleyway near her home 
in Greenhithe on January 18,1993. 

And to mark the date, her friends staged an 
emotional candlelit walk tracing her last steps to 
keep her memory alive and to remind people the 
hunt is still on to find her killer. 

Most significantly, it lead to around a dozen 
phone calls to investigators. 

The schoolgirl’s parents Lin and Cliff have 
both since passed away without ever seeing jus¬ 
tice for their only child. 

The man currently in charge of the investiga¬ 
tion, Detective Superintendent Rob Vinson said: 
“The candlelit walk went very well and was well 
attended, with about 250 people present. 

“The publicity from the event resulted in about 
a dozen calls to police, all of which are being 
examined.” 

A group of her school friends, Emma Edwards, 
Nichola Medhurst and Lisa Gribbin, got together 
and set up a page on online social networking 
website Facebook to organise the walk in the 


hope it would stir up old memories and lead to 
someone coming forward with a vital piece of 
new evidence. 

The Dartford Grammar School pupil, known 
to her friends as Tilt, was stabbed more than 40 
times, four days after her 16th birthday. 

The route of the walk followed those last steps 
and ended with a service at St Mary the Virgin 
church in Stone. 

Local vicar Rev Kenneth Clark conducted the 
service and told this paper afterwards: “We re¬ 
member Claire as she was. 

“We sang the school hymn Praise My Soul 
The King of Heaven, and I read a poem from a 
Robert Frost book called The Outsiders. 


“The poem was Nothing Gold Can Stay and 
was one that Claire and her friends were study¬ 
ing at school. 

“I just hope this all helped jog someone’s 
memory and they come forward with a key to 
solving this case.” 

Ch Supt Neil Jerome was a PC in the area at 
the time Claire was murdered. He said: “Claire’s 
parents have gone to their graves not knowing 
who killed their daughter. 

“There must be witnesses who haven’t yet 
come forward.” 

Also on the walk were Dartford MP Gareth 
Johnson, local mayor Ann Allen, and Kent Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes.

Support for ice rink proposal continues to grow

MORE than 7,000 people have signed 
up to a campaign calling for an east 
Kent ice rink. 

Currently the only rink for skating 
in the county is the Silver Blades Ice 
Rink in Gillingham. 

But there are now plans afoot to 
build a rink in Thanet, with a view to 
it becoming a major tourism hotspot. 
The only stumbling block is finding 
someone willing to take the plunge 
and make the investment. 


The campaign, launched by Broad- 
stairs’ resident Rachel Harvey, has al¬ 
ready received the backing of business 
leaders, and a Facebook site has at¬ 
tracted thousands of supporters. 

Ms Harvey, a consultant at an em¬ 
ployment agency, said the benefits 
would be huge for the local popula¬ 
tion who otherwise have to make the 
long journey to Medway. 

And she’s confident a rink would 
bring considerable educational, com¬ 
mercial and health benefits. 

She said: “I was watching Dancing 
on Ice on the TV and was angry there 


was nothing like this in Thanet. 

“Three schools have promised to 
support the venture and I am sure it 
would attract visitors all year round. 

“I am amazed at the response. It 
shows people want an ice rink in our 
area. It would even create some jobs 
too. I know money is tight, but it would 
be a great investment for someone.” 

It does have the tentative backing of 
the local chamber of commerce with 
chief executive David Foley saying: 
“We know tourism provides around 
10 per cent of jobs in Thanet and over 
£200 m illion a year to the local econ¬ 


omy. We are in discussion with a 
number of parties who have already 
expressed an interest. 

“As our business advice clinics have 
shown, there is no shortage of entre¬ 
preneurial spirit in east Kent. A com¬ 
mercially successful ice rink would be 
a great addition to the tourism offer.” 

A spokesman for Thanet council 
admitted they didn’t want to put the 
idea on ice, but added: “The authority 
is always happy to hear about realistic 
ideas for additional facilities and to 
know about support for these. 

“However, the council is not look¬ 


ing to invest large amounts of money 
in such a scheme at present. ” 

It’s not something Silver Blades in 
Gillingham would consider either. 

Tracie 0’Sheen, the general manag¬ 
er at the rink, one of several run by the 
company, said: “We are unique here. I 
wouldn’t think the company will be 
looking to expand to Thanet.”

Balance the scales of justice 


Prosecutors should have the same right to appeal as criminals if the 
justice system is to be truly fair, insits Dartford MP Gareth Johnson 


ON Tuesday, I presented my 
Ten Minute Rule Bill (the Un¬ 
duly Lenient Sentences (Right 
of Appeal) Bill) to the House. 

The purpose of the bill is 
to allow the prosecution to 
refer any sentence received 
by a defendant for any case, in 
any court, for consideration for 
an appeal. 

Currently, the prosecution is 
unable to appeal any sentence 
imposed at the magistrates 
court or youth court. It can ap¬ 
peal sentences imposed at the 
crown court, but only those for 
the most serious of offences. 
The defence, however, can ap¬ 
ply to appeal any sentence, for 
any offence, in any court. 

For example, in a youth 
court, magistrates have powers 
to sentence up to two years’ 
youth detention and so can 
deal with more serious offences 
such as rape. 

It is commonplace for sexual 
assaults to remain in the youth 
court. It is also commonplace 


for robberies, offences against 
children and supplying drugs 
to remain there. 

Yet there is no power for the 
prosecution to appeal if an un¬ 
duly lenient sentence is im¬ 
posed in any of these cases. 

What message does a lenient 
sentence send to the victim of 
crime when that victim is a 
child or young person? Or in¬ 
deed to a young offender “who 
gets away lightly”? 

If there is no recourse for the 
prosecution to appeal a lenient 
sentence given to a person in a 
youth court, what does it say to 
the victim about the fairness of 
the system; a system we want 
our children and young people 
to grow up to respect. 

In addition, sentences can¬ 
not be appealed when given for 
the following offences; affray, 
violent disorder, theft, burglary 
(including dwellings), fraud, 
deception, assault (actual bod¬ 
ily harm), possession of drugs, 
witness intimidation, danger¬ 


ous driving, causing death by 
careless driving, possession of a 
knife and possession of an of¬ 
fensive weapon. 

Also sentences for offences in 
relation to the possession of 
and distribution of child por¬ 
nography cannot currently be 
appealed by the prosecution. 

The fact that the defence can 
appeal against any sentence 
imposed for these offences, yet 
the prosecution cannot, is sim¬ 
ply not right and it inherently 
favours the rights of the offend¬ 
er over the rights of the victim. 

It also allows the courts, 
when dealing with certain of¬ 
fences, to be as lenient as they 
like without redress, yet subject 
to appeal if they are robust. The 
system should exist to protect 
victims and their families, not 
penalise them. 

It is the Attorney General’s 
office that deals with referrals 
from prosecuting authorities 
(and often members of the 
public) over appeals. In 2010,

despite a large number of re¬ 
quests they were unable to 
consider one such case for ap¬ 
peal. The case, where three 
males avoided prison sentences 
for the horrifically degrading 
group assault of a 17-year-old 
autistic boy could not be ap¬ 
pealed because the convictions 
were for actual bodily harm, 
which is not in the list of offenc¬ 
es open to prosecution appeal. 
This is an insult to victims of 
crime and quite clearly unjust. 

This is exactly why I present¬ 
ed my Ten Minute Rule Bill to 
the House of Commons. 

This bill would level the play¬ 
ing field and mean that a victim 
had the same rights as a de¬ 
fendant. Surely that is what a 
balanced, fair, judicial system 
is all about? 

■ The bill has already gath¬ 
ered support from a number 
of MPs, including Canter¬ 
bury’s Julian Brazier and 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
MP Gordon Henderson.

Warming is 
happening 

RATHER modestly, for 
someone who regularly airs 
his views in the letters page of 
this newspaper, Terry Hudson 
claims no expertise (Letters, 
last week), but he continues in 
his defence to claim that he 
‘can read’ and has the ‘power 
of reason’. 

However, by apparently 
concluding that ‘global 
warming’ has not happened, 
he clearly demonstrates that 
his reading has been selective 
and his reasoning is flawed. 

That he continues by 
implying that concern about 
environmental change and 
the role of the motorcar 
is motivated by financial 
gain suggests his judgment 


is equally suspect. 

The sums spent on environ¬ 
mental research are dwarfed 
by the money expended by ‘big 
oil’ and its friends, with its 
origins often deliberately 
obscured, to counter scientific 
findings. 

The myth that there has 
been no warming for 16 years 
- to which Mr Hudson seems 
to be referring - has long since 
been exploded by scientists. A 
statistical examination of the 
figures is clear - the climate is 
warming. 

Doubtless Mr Hudson will 
come back with superficially 
convincing figures cherry 
picked from the data, but be 
warned that the sources he 
relies upon have been very 
selective and have ignored 
clear warnings that their 
methodology is flawed. 

One often neglected element 
in the evidence that our 
climate has warmed is the 
study of phenology - this, put 
simply, is a study of when 
flowers bloom and insects 
emerge. 


The vast bulk of the data, 
collected over generations by 
unpaid enthusiasts, was 
obtained long before global 
warming was an issue. This 
data clearly shows evidence of 
warming in recent years and 
that, on average, spring in the 
UK now begins 11 days earlier 
than 30 years ago. 

If Mr Hudson can find 
evidence of those who carried 
out this research enjoying 
‘lucrative careers’, I would be 
very much surprised. 

Hopefully, armed with my 
modest reading list and his self 
proclaimed ability to reason,

David Cameron wants to 
hold EU members to ransom in 
a bid to repeal the social and 
employment laws which give 
us minimum standards for 
annual holidays, maternity 
leave and working hours. 

Not only is there no way 
other EU countries will allow 
the UK to undercut the rest of 
Europe, but this clearly would 
not be in the interests of British 
citizens. 

Instead, we need ambitious 
reform, cutting red tape for 
small businesses, expanding 
trade with emerging econo¬ 
mies, and ensuring Europe 
remains competitive in the 
21st century. 

The best way to achieve this 
is by working with our 
European allies, not by 
alienating them.

KENT REMEMBERED 



Beheaded king honoured 
with celebration of 17th 
century music and words

THIS weekend a commemora¬ 
tion takes place of the last Brit¬ 
ish monarch to be executed. 

Tunbridge Wells is one of the 
few places in the country with 
a church dedicated to King 
Charles I. 

And on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day the town marks the anni¬ 
versary of the king’s gruesome 
death at the church of King 
Charles the Martyr; one of the 
town’s most historic buildings. 

King Charles I was beheaded 
in Whitehall on January 30, 
1649, having been charged 
with high treason. 

The death of the king fol¬ 
lowed the English Civil War 
which saw the Royalist forces 
- known as Cavaliers - pitted 
against the Roundheads of Ol¬ 
iver Cromwell and his Parlia¬ 
mentarian supporters. 

The church was built in the 
years following the restoration 
of the monarchy, when Charles 
II returned to take the throne. 
It was dedicated to the dead 
king as a mark of respect. 

A year before King Charles 
I’s death, Kent saw a major 
battle between the opposing 
forces. The Kentish Royalists 
had 10,000 men in the field 
just outside Maidstone under 
the Earl of Norwich, who dis¬ 
persed his forces to hold Ro¬ 
chester, Dover and Gravesend 
as well as the county town.

But many were not trained 
soldiers and faced a veteran 
force under Sir Thomas Fair¬ 
fax, an excellent military com¬ 
mander. His troops crossed the 
River Medway and attacked 
Maidstone in the face of a terri¬ 
ble downpour of rain. 

The Roundheads took streets 
in fierce hand-to-hand fighting 
before the present day Gabriel’s 
Hill saw the last stand during a 
massive thunderstorm. 

The battle was a key part of 
the final months of the conflict 
which ended in victory for Par¬ 
liament - and its Puritans who 
frowned on most forms of mu¬ 
sic and entertainment. 

At the start of the 17th cen¬ 
tury, the waters at Tunbridge 
Wells were becoming popular 
with visitors who wanted to 
improve their health. 

But the victors of the conflict 
took a dim view to such frivo¬ 
lous activity - hence Tunbridge 
Wells’ celebration of the return 
of the Stuart royal dynasty. 

This year’s King Charles Fes¬ 


tival weekend, (January 26- 
2 7) provides the opportunity to 
explore both the literature and 
music of the 17th century, with 
the annual public lecture and a 
Sunday afternoon concert. 

Comfortable Words: A Lec¬ 
ture on the Language of the 
Book of Common Prayer will 
take place at the church on 
Saturday, at 2.30pm in Lon¬ 
don Road. It will be conducted 
by Dr Helen Wilcox, professor 
of English at Bangor University. 

Following the recent 350th 
anniversary of the prayer- 
book’s first publication in 
1662, she will be exploring the 
rich history, language and leg¬ 
acy of this influential book, 
highlighting its literary quali¬ 
ties, and exploring its presence 
in literature and wider culture. 
It was widely used at the time 
of King Charles’ death. Entry is 
free, and an original 1662 edi¬ 
tion of the book will be on show. 

Sunday will see a musical 
event called Wed Your Divine 
Sounds; featuring lute rendi¬ 
tions of songs from the period 
at the same venue, starting at 
3pm. The programme features 
Giovanni Carissimi’s passion¬ 
ate cantata The Lament of 
Mary Stuart. The concert is 
presented by Etrusca: Alessan- 
dra Testai, soprano, and Robin 
Jeffrey, lutes. Tickets are £12, 
or £10 in advance.

Chatback Comedy 


The funny plan is still on course 

Joe Bill learns about the duo who put their studies in stand-up to good use 



I T has been on the end of both curt 

criticism and the odd disapproving tut in 
the past, but University of Kent’s stand-up 
comedy teaching module is having the 
last laugh. 

Two graduates of the drama and theatre 
studies course are looking to take the comedy 
world by storm, having bagged an Edinburgh 
star for their third anniversary special. 

Sam Gardner, who studied the MA stand-up 
comedy module, and Lucy Danser, who studied 
the creative producing for theatre module, run 
an up-and-coming comedy club out of The 
Parrot pub in Canterbury. 

The pair will celebrate their third year in 
charge of Chatback Comedy this month after 
going full circle and securing a performance 
from Norwegian comedian Daniel Simonsen. 

The performer, who won the Best Newcomer 
Award at the 2012 Edinburgh Festival, also 
happens to be the headliner from the very first 
Chatback Comedy show back in 2010. 

Lucy, 25, said: “Myself and Sam were 
housemates at university and I’d always loved 
and been involved with the stand-up comedy 
scene in London and at the Edinburgh Festival. 

“Sam was offered the opportunity to hold a 
one-off comedy night at The Parrot, where he 
worked, so we decided we’d pool our skills and 
knowledge and do it together. 

“It was a great success, completely sold out 
and we even had to turn people away. 

“The Parrot agreed we could hold it as a 
regular monthly event and we’ve been doing so 
for three years. The pub has actually changed 
hands twice in that time, but we’ve stayed.” 

The pair were schooled by Kent tutor Dr 
Oliver Double, himself a former stand-up and a 
prolific comedy-writer, and it was his course 
that inspired the pair to create the club. 

“We opened the club because, despite the fact 
there was the country’s only stand-up comedy 
course right here in Canterbury, there was 
nowhere these acts could go and perform 
alongside [professional] acts working the 
circuit, on the next level up from them. 

“They could go to see big names in London 
and there was their own [student] night 


Monkeyshine run by Dr Double, but nothing in 
the middle, so we opened Chatback.” 

Lucy and Sam have managed to mix students 
with professional stand-up comedians at their 
nights by bringing in a few big names but also 
allowing open-mic slots for local comics or 
comedy students to get a five-minute set. 

“It’s been great for new acts to meet 
professional comedians, to get tips and feedback 
on their material and experience performing in 
a different style of club. 

“We have a very loyal audience and we’ve 
seen it grow and change over the years. Early 
on we had a lot more friends and students. 
Nowadays we have people from all over and 
from Canterbury, which is wonderful.” 

Chatback has attracted the likes of TV regular 
Milton Jones, Britain’s Got Talent star Kev 
Orkian and the face of Viva TV, Eric Lampaert. 

“We’re based on the London-style comedy 
club. The atmosphere is buzzy, the acts are new, 


exciting and often on the cusp of becoming 
more widely known on television shows. 

“The comedians mingle with the audience 
and there is always a friendly, chatty, happy 
feel. The Parrot is unique and comedians love to 
play gigs there because it’s so friendly.” 

Lucy, who is also a trained actress, believes 
the Canterbury comedy scene has improved 
dramatically since they started on Chatback. 

“The Parrot is our resident club, but over the 
years we’ve held gigs in Whitstable, on the UKC 
campus and further afield. We’ve definitely 
noticed a big surge in comedy in Canterbury 
over the past few years. Many pubs have begun 
holding open-mic nights, too, which is great 
because there are lots more places to try out 
material for new comics.” 

Chatback has also gone into the Gulbenkian 
theatre on the university campus to put on 
children’s comedy shows and workshops. 

Changes are afoot for the young Chatback

team, with one half of the duo looking to follow 
in the footsteps of his famous comedy tutor. 

“At the end of this current season Sam will be 
leaving the company to train to become an 
English and drama teacher, ” said Lucy. 

“We haven’t ruled out him returning after 
he’s finished and is super-qualified, but for the 
next couple of years I’ll be running the 
company along with some of the existing 
members of the team.” 

And the crew have a few ideas of their own. 

“Our plans are to continue The Parrot gigs 
and the kids’ comedy at the Gulbenkian but to 
also open a club in London and to tour with our 
new format show Stand Up & Slam! - a fusion 
between performance poetry and stand-up 
comedy. It’s awesome! 

“There are a couple more ideas still under 
wraps, but we have big plans.”

Eurotunnel enjoys record 
revenue in Olympics year

EUROTUNNEL has released figures show¬ 
ing it enjoyed a record financial return in 
2012 - a year that also saw the 300 mil¬ 
lionth passenger cross to Europe using the 
Anglo-French fixed link. 

The latest results show the company 
recording an increase in financial returns 
for 2012 over the previous 12 months of 
14 per cent - making an overall earned 
revenue of £834.5 million. 

However, figures for actual profits are 
not yet available as operating costs will not 
be calculated until March. 

Jacques Gounon, chairman and chief 
executive of parent company Groupe Euro¬ 
tunnel SA, is understandably upbeat. 

“Groupe Eurotunnel has had a record 
year,” he said. “The group has reaffirmed 
its ability to move forward by getting the 
best from the infrastructure and operat¬ 
ions it manages.” 

Spokesman John Keefe added: “It’s nice 
to see something going in the right direc¬ 
tion in this general economic climate.” 

The Le Shuttle service was the main 
contributor to revenue, bringing in £40lm 
and registering a market share of just over

43 per cent. Eurotunnel says its rail serv¬ 
ices have never carried so many trucks as 
in 2012, transporting a total of 1,464,880 

- beating the previous record set in 2007. 
Passenger traffic has also grown - up 7 

per cent for cars and 5 per cent for coaches 

- and the numbers carried approached 2.5 
million vehicles, with the London Olym¬ 
pics and Queen’s Jubilee big factors in this 
increase. 

The three ferries acquired from Sea- 
France started operations at the end of 
summer, but next month will see a greater 


number of crossings. The company says 
this will add to revenue for 2013. 

The high-speed services operated by 
Eurostar from St Pancras via Ebbsfleet and 
Ashford also saw an increase of 2 per cent 
in passenger numbers, up to 9.9m. 

In its January report, which contained 
the figures, the company stated: “The ad¬ 
vantages of the Tunnel - that is to say 
speed, reliability and respect for the envi¬ 
ronment - are appreciated by customers. 

“This is demonstrated by the number of 
people transported: the symbolic bar of 
300m passengers travelling through the 
Channel Tunnel since its construction was 
reached in October 2012, of which ap¬ 
proximately 20m travelled in 2012. 

“Overall, although the economic crisis is 
not yet over and competition remains 
strong in the cross-Channel market, cus¬ 
tomers continue to demonstrate strong 
loyalty to the Eurotunnel system. 

“The high frequency of departures, the 
short journey time, the levels of punctual¬ 
ity and minimal impact on the environ¬ 
ment encourage industrial and individual 
customers to turn to Eurotunnel, whose 
business model and the capacity of whose 
staff to adapt to the increases in traffic 
should be recognised.”

Small drop in 
jobless total 

THE jobless total across 
the county fell in the three 
months to November by 324 
and now stands at 34,402. 

Medway was one of the 
top-performing areas in 
the South as its number 
of people out of work fell 
by 153 to 6,655. For the 
remainder of the county the 
number fell by 171 to 27,747 

Across Kent a drop in the 
jobless total was recorded 
in eight districts (including 
Medway), while an upsurge 
was noted in four. 

Falls were recorded in 
Maidstone (down 125 to 
2,347) and Tonbridge and 
Mailing (down 80 to 1,434), 
but there were increases in 
Dover (up 121 to 2,625) and 
Shepway, up 70 to 2,730 

Roger House, of the 
Federation of Small 
Businesses, said: “Although 
it is good news that long¬ 
term unemployment is 
falling, a growing number 
of these people have 
gone on to Government- 
supported training and 
jobs programmes and 
are no longer classed as 
unemployed in the figures.” 


FAST-FOOD chain McDonald's 
is to create 65 new jobs across 
the county this year. 

The drive is part of a 
nationwide commitment to 
create 2,500 new positions 
across the UK by the end of 
the year. 

New employees will also 
be able to obtain qualifications. 

The jobs will be in existing 
outlets - the company does 
not plan to open any new Kent 
restaurants. Instead there will 
be “more people on the floor" 
to serve customers. 

Franchisee Paul Crocker, 


who owns 10 restaurants in 
the county, said: "In 2012 we 
added some fantastic crew 
from the community to our 
team, many of whom were 
starting out in their first job. 

“As a local employer, I 
believe it’s important for 
all those who can to continue 
giving young people in 
particular the chance to 
get workplace experience." 

Vince Cable, Secretary 
of State for Business, 
Innovation and Skills, said: 

"A highly-skilled workforce 
is an important part of any 


growing business. That's 
why I am pleased to see 
how McDonald's is providing 
training and apprenticeships 
in a range of skills."

MUSIC CHAIN 


Hope for HMV 
as debt is sold 

JOBS at music chain 
HMV could be saved as 
restructuring specialist Hilco 
has taken effective control of 
the music- and DVD-retailer. 

Hilco, which already owns 
HMV Canada, has bought 
the debt of the chain, which 
employs some 150 people 
in Kent, from lenders Lloyds 
and Royal Bank of Scotland. 

The deal means that at 
least some of HMV’s stores 
in Ashford, Canterbury, 
Maidstone, Folkestone, 
Tunbridge Wells, Bluewater 
and Westwood Cross should 
stay open. 

HMV’s estimated debt 
was about £176 million, 
but Hilco is believed to have 
paid much less than this to 
acquire it because the retail 
chain is in administration. 

The company stated: 

“Hilco UK confirms it has 
acquired HMV’s debt from 
the group’s lenders. It has 
not bought the business 
itself. 

“Hilco believes there to 
be a viable underlying HMV 
business and will now be 
working closely with Deloitte 
who, as administrators, are 
reviewing the business to 
determine future options.”

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Regional Growth Fund: it s time 
to bid in the next round of loans

BUSINESSES are being urged to bid for Govern¬ 
ment cash loans as a new round of the Regional 
Growth Fund has just opened. 

Business Minister Michael Fallon encouraged 
firms to apply for some of the £350 million on 
offer while on a visit to the manufacturer H V 
Wooding, in Hythe, which obtained £l.lm via 
the Expansion East Kent programme. 

The family-run precision engineering busi¬ 
ness, which worked on the Olympic Village 
construction and is supplying components to 
the latest Royal Navy aircraft-carriers, used the 
cash to expand operations. 

Fallon was on a visit to see how the money 
was being spent at a company that is also in¬ 
volved in medical technology, renewable ener¬ 
gies and Formula One. 

He said: “The Regional Growth Fund is play¬ 
ing a pivotal role in supporting business and 
enterprise. Jobs are being created, money is be¬ 
ing invested and the fund is making a difference. 
This additional round and the improved proc¬ 
esses we have put in place will help keep the 
momentum going. 

“Take H V Wooding, where our support is 
releasing private investment, giving them the 
confidence to invest, hire and grow. I want more 
companies to come forward and apply to round 
four of the fund or look out for similar opportuni¬ 
ties through their local enterprise partnership.” 

Harry Wooding, who founded the business, 
said: “We could have gone to the bank and 
received finance, but an interest-free loan is 
obviously more attractive. I estimate it will save 
us £135,000 on interest payments.” 

Operations director John Wooding said the 
cash had helped expansion plans for the com¬ 
pany, which is now exporting to foreign mar¬ 
kets, notably India, Malaysia and France. 

Nick Clegg, Deputy Prime Minister, confirmed 


that the Regional Growth Fund was progressing 
well, with 180 projects having started (89 per 
cent of those to have been awarded grants). 

Projects from the first three rounds have 
pledged to create or safeguard a total of 500,000 
jobs along with an injection of £13 billion 
private-sector investment into the economy. 

Clegg said: “The Regional Growth Fund is 
already proving a shrewd investment by provid¬ 
ing a welcome boost to jobs and growth across 
the country, with thousands of jobs created and 
businesses expanding into new markets and 
manufacturing new products.

More support needed for 
employers of reservists 

A NEW survey shows that small businesses 
are failing to hire reservists from the army, 
navy and airforce. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
believes a lack of support and investment 
is to blame and that SMEs need more 
Government backing to encourage 
recruitment. 

The group said better communication 
from Government was key for small firms 
to employ a reservist - 89 per cent of 
respondents to an FSB snap poll said they 
hadn’t heard of the Ministry of Defence’s 
Employer Awareness Events, which 
promote opportunities from reserve service 
personnel. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for Kent 
and Medway, said: “At the end of 2012 
the Government said it would work with 
employers of reservists and give them more 
notice before their staff are deployed. 

“There is an appetite among some small 
businesses to hire a reservist in the future, 
but there are clear areas the Government 
must address. Putting the needs of the 
smallest firms at the heart of reforms 
would be a good start. 

“The FSB has long said that the 
smallest firms may find it more difficult 
to be supportive of employing a reservist, 
especially as each employee makes such a 
large proportion of a workforce. 

“Better communication, information and 
support that are tailored to the needs of 
small firms are a must if they are to consider 
taking one on. 

“While small firms are flexible by the 
nature of their size, they feel more help to 
recruit a replacement would be beneficial.”

More cash available if would-be 
borrowers have the confidence 



LENDING: Government schemes have seen a rise in Lending but many potential borrowers are nervous

WHEN compared with many other parts of the 
UK, property prices in Kent have been largely 
resilient in recent years. 

Even a double-dip recession, chaos in the 
Eurozone and a faltering UK economy did not 
create the massive fall that had been predicted 
for 2012. And a year on from the doom and 
gloom that was prevalent across the market, 
things are looking up. 

The Bank of England’s latest look at the econ¬ 
omy says more money for home loans is becom¬ 
ing available and at more competitive rates. 

Analysts always predicted it would take time 
for the Government’s Funding for Lending 
Scheme, which offers lenders access to cheaper 
borrowing provided they pass the benefits on to 
their customers, to work properly after its intro¬ 
duction in August 2012. 

It is now taking effect and in a way that can 
only be positive to moving on sales. 

The availability of finance has been a big fac¬ 
tor in the stagnant residential property market 
for the past two years, so it should be easier in 
2013 for borrowers to get a mortgage. 

The Credit Conditions Survey, by analysts 
from London’s Threadneedle Street, said banks 
intended to increase mortgage lending, helped 
by cheaper funding under the Funding for Lend¬ 


ing scheme. Banks are also seeking to boost mar¬ 
ket share and take on more risk. 

The survey showed a significant improvement 
in the availability of credit to companies, but 
some analysts warn homeowners and would-be 
buyers not to get carried away. 

Vicky Redwood, at Capital Economics, said: 
“Whether banks follow through on these inten¬ 
tions remains to be seen. What’s more, even if 
banks make credit available, firms and house¬ 
holds may not want to borrow more.” 

An increase in the supply of mortgage credit is 


a necessary but not sufficient condition for a rise 
in property transactions. 

However, confidence among consumers is 
also vital - they must have the nerve to take on 
more debt. And this means reason for concern. 

Real incomes remain under pressure and 
wage rises are not keeping pace with inflation for 
many households. Work is not the secure place 
it was prior to 2007. Also the criteria for first¬ 
time buyers remain a lot tougher than they ever 
were before the crash, requiring potential buyers 
to save large amounts of cash for their deposits. 


More regulation 
could prevent 
boom and bust 

MOVES are under way to regulate the housing 
market to prevent banks from requiring future 
taxpayer-funded bail-outs. 

Banks offering generous home loans that 
could fuel a future housing boom will have to 
hold extra capital to keep the financial system 
safe, the Bank of England has stated. 

Laws going through Parliament will give the 
Bank of England's Financial Policy Committee 
(FPC) wide-ranging powers. 

The committee said tougher rules could slow 
growth during a credit expansion but would be 
of long-term benefit by reducing the risk of a 
future financial crisis, which could require 
taxpayers to fund banking reserves. 

“If these tools are successful in reducing the 
likelihood and severity of financial crises, their 
use is likely to boost the expected level of UK 
GDP," the committee said in a draft policy 
statement. 

"The best available studies point, on average, 
towards only a modest negative impact on near- 
term growth if [capital requirements] are 
tightened." 

The Monetary Policy Committee could force 
lower interest rates than otherwise "to cushion 
the impact on growth" if tighter credit rules 
lowered the outlook for inflation, the report said. 

Property booms and busts have been behind 
many of the UK's economic downturns over the 
past few decades and the central bank hopes 
the new tools will prevent over-valuing homes.

PEOPLE buying image cars like the Mini and 
Fiat 500 tend to give them nicknames, so 
Vauxhall has a tiny problem with its all-new 
Adam. 

What do you do? Give it two names? “Err, I’ve 
got an Adam called Eve...” 

Or do you just forget the Adam bit and refer to 
it as my Vauxhall called Gladys, Cyril, Betsy or 
whatever soppy handle you desire? 

Wasn’t really thought through, was it? 

I blame the Germans, who probably aren’t 
in the habit of giving their cars nicknames 
anyway and sell the same car as the Opel Adam, 
thereby celebrating the company’s founder, 
Adam Opel but dictating terms to British sister 
brand Vauxhall. 

Choice of name aside, though, the Adam is an 
interesting new venture from the two General 
Motors brands and in line with the corporate 
wish to move upmarket from the mainstream 
sector. 

Priced from £11,255 and more city car than 
supermini in terms of space, the Adam is not 
cheap, but it does have premium appeal and a 
sense of style that includes a ‘floating roof 
visual trick, allowing a distinct two-tone paint 
treatment - particularly effective on those key 
rivals, the Mini and Citroen DS3. 

For personalisation, customisation and image 
are everything in the ‘handbag/manbag sector’ 
of the car market. 

The Adam has specials up its sleeve, too, such 
as a wild array of alloy wheels, many of which 
can be further colour-personalised. 

And the choice is wide inside, where 
permutations even include an interior headliner 
that twinkles like the sky at night - it’s been 
said that only Rolls-Royce readily offers its 
customers a feature like that. 

But just in case buyers haven’t a clue where 
to start before they even start to spec up their 
Adam - and the price - there are three cleverly- 
named trim levels from which they can then 
spin their own imaginative take or fit, whatever 
name they have chosen. 

These are: Jam, for the youngest buyers; 

Glam, for more discerning females; and then 
Slam, for a sportier look and probably more for 
the boys. 

I reckon they may need to slot in a snarling 
VXR version as well to give the range a halo car 
like the Mini Cooper S. 

There’s nothing of that ilk on offer for now, 
though; the onus is on economy with a fairly 
weedy but miserly 69bhp 1.2-litre petrol as the 
entry-level powertrain, backed up by a 1.4-litre 
petrol available with 86 or 99bhp. 

I’m sure a diesel will be offered later, but I’m 
pleased it hasn’t been made a priority. 

Maybe that’s because buyers are getting 
increasingly wise to the drawbacks of having a 
heavy - and expensive - diesel lump under the 
bonnet of a small car and spoiling the driving 
experience.

Audi A4 not number one but 
still force to be reckoned with

THERE is one big reason the Audi A4 is not the 
UK’s favourite compact executive car - the BMW 
3 Series. 

The Beemer is a fixture in the national top-10 
sellers list, while the Audi is a little way short 
of that. 

The two brands themselves are pretty much 
neck and neck for sales overall; BMW had its 
nose slightly ahead last year with 6.25 per cent 
of the market versus Audi’s 6.05, while 
Mercedes-Benz, Germany’s other premium brand, 
was not so out of touch with 4.49 per cent. 

Indeed, it is astonishing how well all three are 
performing in a tough economic climate; the 
UK market was up more than 5 per cent in 2012 
but is still short of those heady times before reces¬ 
sion hit in 2007. 

The German triumvirate’s resilience is not 
hard to fathom, though. 

In the same way that gold values soar in hard 
times, company- and private-car-buyers are go¬ 
ing for the 3 Series, A4 and their Mercedes-Benz 
rival, the C-Class, because they know that their 
upfront quality, desirability and status also 
translates into good resale values later. 

So the A4 (from £23,780) might not be top 
dog for sales in its class, but it’s still highly desir¬ 
able and more so since a facelift in 2011. 

We’ve tested it in the popular 2.0-litre diesel 
format that pits it against the 320d diesel that 
dominates 3 Series sales. 

But rather than go for the low-emission 112g/ 
kmofC02 136PS (134bhp) version of this engine, 
also registering 65.7mpg on the official combined 
cycle, we’ve opted for the more responsive 143PS 
guise that is only slightly less eco, offering 119g/ 
km and 62.8mpg respectively. 

It’s also in the upmarket S-Line trim that 
includes leather and cloth seats and sports sus¬ 
pension as standard, the whole package costing 
£28,465; competitive in this hard-fought mar¬

ket segment and highlighting that you now get 
much more kit for your money on cars like this. 

The crisply-styled A4 and its four-ring grille 
badge also says a lot about you, pleases the eye, 
feels beautifully screwed together and is quiet 
and refined. 

It impresses, too, that such a roomy and pow¬ 
erful car has emissions low enough to escape 
road tax in year one and incur just £3 0/year 
thereafter - some superminis can’t manage that. 

Talking of space, the previous A4 was rightly 
criticised for being a bit tight on rear legroom, 
which stung Audi designers, who responded 
with a much longer wheelbase for its successor. 

The result is a cabin to please even the tallest 
and leggiest people, while the 480-litre boot is 
also big for this sector and can be extended by 
flopping down one or both rear seat sections. 

On the road, it’s a driver-pleaser, too. Purists 
who prefer the classic rear-driven layout of the 3 


Series and C-Class sometimes deride the A4’s 
front-wheel-drive arrangement, but it offers 
more security and traction in tricky conditions 
such as the recent snow and ice. 

And if you must have ultimate handling and 
fun, go for versions with Audi’s famous quattro 
all-wheel-drive system (from £29,275), al¬ 
though a front-driven S-Line’s tauter suspension 
and chassis set-up allows you to exploit the car’s 
grip and crisp six-speed gearbox. 

Two caveats here, though. Firstly, S-Line sus¬ 
pension takes away some ride-quality improve¬ 
ments stemming from the car’s facelift, so opt for 
a standard suspension model if you want a 
comfier ride. 

Secondly, an eight-speed ‘multitronic’ twin- 
clutch auto box is available, with slick manual 
selection option and minimal fuel penalty, but it 
will set you back some £1,500 more than a 
manual.

IT WAS tough in the commercial-vehicle sector 
last year, with registrations down 5.9 per cent 
overall against 2011. 

And December delivered a nasty sting in the 
tail with a dramatic 15.8 per cent drop against 
December 2011, reflecting an insipid year for 
the UK economy. 

Of the two primary sectors - vans and trucks 
- the former was worst hit, with a 7.9 per cent 
decline. Trucks actually rose by 6.4 per cent but 
couldn’t rescue the overall commercial-vehicles 
figure. 

Fortunately, the SMMT - the motor industry’s 
mouthpiece - feels this bleak outlook cannot 
continue. 

Chief executive Paul Everitt admitted that 
business confidence had wavered but added: 
“We look forward to 2013 being a better year for 
the commercial-vehicle market, with a host of 
new products and innovative technologies boost¬ 
ing registrations.” 

This would also signal business confidence 
returning, since commercial vehicles oil the 
wheels of the economy, with trucks moving 
goods in bulk, while vans make local deliveries, 


service important sectors like construction and 
mobilise tradesmen. 

Anecdotal evidence suggests a van recovery is 
particularly overdue, with many operators large 
and small pushing their vehicle-replacement pro¬ 
grammes far beyond normal limits, challenging 
the higher durability and comfort levels of mod¬ 


ern vans. As their ageing vehicles begin to look 
tatty - with public-image consequences - and in¬ 
cur more unprofitable downtime for main¬ 
tenance, many may have to take the plunge. 

There are other benefits if they do; van power- 
train technology is beginning to echo that of 
cars, so there are real commercial and public- 


relations benefits from running a leaner and 
meaner fleet with better fuel consumption and 
lower emissions. 

For Kent firms operating into London, there is 
also an opportunity to save on the capital’s con¬ 
gestion charge by buying small eco vans with 
C02 emissions below lOOg/km.

Better-packaged boxes make life easier

VANS will always be load-lugging boxes at heart, 
but the packaging has changed dramatically 
over the past decade. 

Operators have seen economy, efficiency and 
flexibility soar, while drivers have enjoyed better 
performance, refinement and safety. 

Many of the latter benefits come from car- 
derived crossover designs. 

Initially, this trend was confined to smaller 
models derived from superminis or family hatch¬ 
backs. All that was needed was to blank out the 
rear windows and the driver could enjoy all the 
benefits of the equivalent car-owner, including 


air-con and a decent sound system. However, 
the same philosophy has since migrated to larger 
vans, sometimes taken from the platforms of 
popular hatchbacks, too, even if the van body is 
bespoke. 

Load capacities have also widened, varying 
from as little as three cubic metres for a car- 
derived hatchback - used by couriers or as a 
small company’s runabout - up to a 17 cubic- 
metre delivery van. 

Access has improved, too. Many larger vans 
have low floors in the driving compartment for 
easy access and most vehicles above the super¬ 
mini class now come with at least one sliding 
door as standard to aid loading - many buyers 
take up the option of a second ‘slider’. 


There is now a choice usually of side-opening 
twin rear doors or a high-lift tailgate as well, 
while cab doors generally have a reduced open¬ 
ing angle, with the double benefit of making it 
easy for a busy driver to grab the handle to close 
the door and also avoid it swinging wide and 
hitting something. 

On the performance front, petrol-driven vans 
may still be available, but they have been all but 
been displaced by four- and five-cylinder diesels, 
offering better economy and range, plus good 
pulling power low down in the rev range. 

Extended service periods, lower maintenance 
costs and longer-lasting parts then compound 
diesel-operating benefits. 

The engine’s partner - the gearbox - has also 


changed. A six-speed manual gearbox is nor¬ 
mally the standard - a couple of cogs better than 
only a few years ago - but urban operators 
are turning increasingly to automatic, semi¬ 
automatic or clutchless transmissions. 

These can usually be driven with manual 
selection anyway but are ideal for the stop-start 
traffic conditions of the town and city and can be 
as economical as a manual. 

Van safety has also gained from cars; along 
with a driver’s airbag and the option of passen¬ 
ger, side and front curtain airbags, there are 
active safety features including anti-lock brak¬ 
ing (ABS), traction control (TCS), braking 
control (EBC) and electronic stability programme 
(ESP).

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Pick-ups keep picking up sales

RECESSION? What recession? That’s the 
question in the pick-up truck sector. 

Sales have rocketed in the UK in recent 
years, both as commercial and leisure 
vehicles. 

A reason for private numbers rising is 
tax anomalies, but many commercial 
operators also recognise they are relatively 
cheap yet capacious workhorses, available 
with two- or four-door cabs and, in the case 
of the 4x4 models, able to go most places 
required on a farm or construction site. 

And perhaps traditional off-roaders lack 
the carrying capacity and have become 
too gentrified? 

Or do the interlopers cater for an inner 
desire to wear a check shirt, jeans and 
cowboy boots? 

But not all pick-ups have the whiff of 
Marlboro Man about them; Fiat decided 
that post-recession real-world economics 
needed to be applied and launched a version 
of its award-winning Doblo Cargo van. 

Called the Doblo Work Up, it’s a ‘drop- 
side’ vehicle with compact external dimen¬ 
sions allowing easy use in urban areas, 
though Fiat sees it selling across the 
agriculture, construction, maintenance or 
city parks services sectors, too.

Hurt of T20 final 
loss will spur us 
on to defend title, 
says Greenway 


England’s women cricketers begin the defence of 
their World Cup title in India this week. Greg Miles 
learns that four Kent ladies will play a big part. 


ENGLAND’S cricket team will be looking to 
continue their near-domination of the women’s 
game by defending their World Cup crown in 
India this week. 

It’s been a remarkable decade for the women’s 
game as the honours have stacked up under 
the stewardship of Kent and England captain 
Charlotte Edwards. 

That international success has also been 
copied domestically, with Kent riding high in the 
county championships and boasting six England 
regulars in their ranks. 

Four of those - Edwards, Tammy Beaumont, 
Laura Marsh and Lydia Green way - are a part of 
the squad in the subcontinent. 

England claimed the title with a nerve-racking 
four-wicket win over New Zealand four years 
ago when Greenway was just 23. 

Now, at 27, she’s one of the more senior 
members of the side, having been a part of 
that victory while also tasting disappoint¬ 
ment in the four-run T20 World Cup 
final defeat to Australia in October. 

The batswoman from Orping¬ 
ton is hoping the pain of that 
loss will give England the 
edge in the 50-over format of 
the game this time around.

NEW Dover boss Chris Kinnear admits he will 
be taking it one step at a time at the Crabble 
Ground. 

Kinnear started his second spell in charge at 
the club earlier this week after an emergency 
board meeting was called where it was decided 
to place Nicky Forster on ‘gardening leave’ after 
a disappointing run of results. 

Kinnear was loath to leave behind Ryman 
Premier side Margate, whom he had turned into 
promotion-hopefuls after a difficult few years. 

However, the lure of “well-run” Dover and the 
chance to li n k up again with former Margate 
and now Dover chairman Jim Parmenter proved 
too much to resist. 

He’s also taken Gate’s assistant manager and 
former Dover favourite Jake Leberl, who had 
two spells at the club, with him for his new 
challenge. 

Kinnear said: “I got a phone call from Jim 
[Parmenter] saying do I fancy it - ‘you’ve got a 
few hours’. It was one of those ‘what do I do?’ 
moments. 

“They have got everything set up - I’ve been 
there before. I know all the supporters there and 
it’s a well-run club. They have got everything in 
place, whereas Margate haven’t. 

“I had an excellent group of young players at 
Margate - it was very hard to leave them. I’m 
hoping they can get themselves promoted.” 

His appointment went down well with fans, 
who remember his first 10 years in charge from 
1985 to 1995, when he guided them 
from the bottom of the Southern League to the 
Conference in three seasons. 

His association ended with Dover when he left 
the game to look after his young family. He then 
had a successful few years in his first stint at 
Margate, enjoying another two promotions in 
three years to reach the Conference. 

He left in 2005 and went on to work as a scout 
for clubs such as Wolves before returning to the 
Thanet club in the summer of 2011. He revealed 
it was a tough decision to leave Dover in ’95. 

“I had to look after the kids after my marriage 
broke up,” he said. 

“We were mid-table at the time. I was trying to 
do the job, but I couldn’t. Like everybody would 
say, your family comes first. I have got a new life 
now and the kids are growing up. 

“When I was at Margate before, we were at 
the top of the table for a while and, who knows, 
we could have gone into the Football League. 

“I had an offer to go to Dagenham - they had 
arranged compensation and everything - but the 


kids weren’t that old, so I had to turn them down. 

“I was only 30 years old when I came to Dover 
before. Those first 10 years were the most im¬ 
pressionable I could have had.” 

While some fans may be dreaming of the 
heady heights of the League Football, Kinnear 
wants to take one step at a time. 

He is also unsure how much, if at all, the squad 
will change. 

“The first thing I have got to worry about is 
getting to the Conference Premier,” he said. 

“When we get there, then we have to reassess 
and see what it takes to get to the next level. I 
have got to think about what I can do now. 

“I have got to work with what I have got. I 
have got to see what the players are up to. They 
are obviously good players.” 


His predecessor Forster paid the price for five 
straight defeats that opened up a gap between 
themselves and Blue Square South leaders 
Salisbury. 

Before Christmas they had won six games in a 
row and were just two points adrift. 

The swift decision to get rid of the former 
Reading and Gillingham striker doesn’t give 
Kinnear any cause for concern, though. 

“At the end of the day it’s a results business,” 
he said. “I don’t look back - you have got to look 
forward. I have never worried about that. 

“When I went back to Margate last time, I 
think they’d had about seven managers in five 
years. I could have been another statistic. 

“Me and Jake have confidence in our ability to 
manage successful sides.”

South Africa trip beckons for Canterbury’s England aces 


CANTERBURY duo Dilly Newton and Susannah 
Townsend have been called up for England's 
tour of South Africa next month. 

Townsend and Newton, both 23, are part of 
a youthful women’s team flying out to Cape 
Town for the week-long Investec Challenge 
tournament. 

For eight of the 18-strong squad it will be 
their first taste of senior international hockey 
against the likes of The Netherlands, Australia 
and hosts South Africa.

STEVE Bruce was a promising schoolboy 
footballer but was rejected by several 
professional clubs as a youngster - until 
her earned his big break at Priestfield. 

He was about to start work as an 
apprentice plumber at a dockyard when 
he was offered a trial along with Peter 
Beardsley, who he played with at the 
famous Wallsend Boys club in north-east 
England. 

Gills manager Gerry Summers spotted 
him at an international youth 
tournament playing for Wallsend and 
offered Bruce, who was playing as a 
midfielder at the time, a chance. 

He was given an apprenticeship and 
moulded into a centre back under the 
guidance of Gillingham’s legendary youth 
coach Bill ‘Buster’ Collins. 

Bruce spent his first season in 1978/79 
in the club’s reserves, and remarkably 
finished as the top goalscorer with 18 to 
his name. 

In January 1979, he was selected for 
England’s youth team and went on to 
gain eight caps, playing in the 1980 
European under-18 championship. 

He was almost given his debut at the 
end of the 1978/79 season, but Summers 
decided against it at the last minute 
with the club chasing promotion from the 
Third Division. 

But Bruce made his senior bow the 
following season, on August 11, in a 
League Cup tie against Luton Town. 

It was a debut season to remember as 
he won the player of the year award. 

He was later twice voted into the PFA’s 
Third Division team of the year. 

He eventually got his big move to 
Division One side Norwich City in August 
1984 for a fee of about £130,000.
